I Steven M. Bessette, declare and state that I am the president of EcoSmart Technologies, 
Inc., the assignee of the present application and of U.S. Patent Nos. 6,1 14,384, 6,531,163 and 
6,534,099. 

It is my understanding that claims 1-10 were rejected as being anticipated by several 
references of which I am the co-inventor. The Official Action states that this rejection may be 
overcome by a shovmig that any invention disclosed, but not claimed, m the references was 
derived from the inventor of this application and, therefore, is not the invention "by another". 

I am the co-inventor of the present application and I, personally, was involved in the 
studies and work which is described in the specification and recited in all of the claims. 

I am also the co-inventor of U.S. Patent Nos. 6,1 14,384 (Bessette and Knight); 6,531,163 
(Bessette and Enan) and 6,534,099 (Bessette and Enan). I, personally, was involved in the 
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studies and work which is described in the specifications and recited in all of the claims in these 
three patents. 

Thus, relevant subject matter in the present application was derived from my own 
previous efforts as an inventor on the three (3) above-identified patents. 

In U.S. Patent No. 6,534,099, my contribution was the identification of the active 
materials, the mixtures thereof and the carriers (hydrocarbons, powder and dusts). The co- 
inventor's contribution was the speed of action and toxicity studies. The co-inventor's 
contribution is not the subject of claims in the present application. 

In U.S. Patent No. 6,531,163, my contribution was the identification of the active 
materials, tiie mixtures thereof and the carriers (hydrocarbons and solvents). The co-inventor's 
contribution was the knockdown and mortality studies. The co-inventor's contribution is not the 
subject of claims in the present invention. 

In U.S. Patent No. 6,1 14,384, my contribution was the identification of the active 
materials and the carriers (hydrocarbon, powder and dusts which do not include abrasives). The 
co-inventor's contribution was the dust which abrades the cuticle of the target insect. The co- 
inventor's contribution is not the subject of claims in the present invention.
